tem perance convention, hut was re­ 
fused the privilege of speaking because 
she was a woman.

to the cause ot woman’s rights. 
During the winter following the con­ 
vention Miss Anthony passed much of 
the time in Albany looking after tem ­ 
perance legislation.

district congressional primaries, decid­ 
ing all the param ount issues of the 
controversy in favor of Congressm an 
Cromer. 
F ran k Snyder, Portland, ap­ 
peared on behalf of Chairman Terhune 
and 
the Eighth district 
committee. 
Frank Ellis of Muncie represented Cro­ 
mer. 
S nyder’s argum ent in substance 
was that the state com m ittee had no 
Jurisdiction in the controversy; that 
the district organization was the su­ 
prem e 
authority 
and 
its 
Integrity 
should be m aintained and that the 
rules were fair to both candidates 
Captain Ellis insisted that the state 
com m ittee did have jurisdiction and 
there was no precedent for taking the 
control out of the hands of the local 
organizations and placing it with elec­ 
tion com m issioners appointed by Chair­ 
man Terhune. 
A subcom m ittee mad® the following 
decision in the m atte r: 
First, that the 
congressional com m ittee had no power 
to appoint election com m issioners to 
have charge of the prim aries and to 
take such power from the local organ- 
laztlons; second, that all candidates 
for congress In the district should be 
given until ten days before the pri-1 
mary to get their nam es on the ticket; 
third, that the total am ount assessed 
against the candidates should not ex­ 
ceed the cost of the printing and dis­ 
tribution of the election supplies and 
the rental of the voting places; fourth, 
that it should be recommended that 
all local organizations comply with 
these rules and that each candidate 
should be perm itted to nam e a clerk 
and a Judge on each election board; 
fifth, that the state com m ittee directs 
and instructs the district organization 
to comply with these rules. 
This was 
sweeping victory for Cromer, who 
not only protested against the assess­ 
ment, but against the appointm ent of 
the election boards by com missioners 
named by Chairm an Terhune.

Indianapolis, March 13.—The claim 
that David E. Sherrick did not use the 
state’s money with the Intent to de­ 
fraud, one of the moat im portant lines 
of defense mapped out by Sherrlck’s 
attorneys, was ruled against by Special 
Judge J. E. McCullough, and he would 
not allow any evidence along this line 
to be introduced. The ruling is a hard 
blow to the defense, which was pre­ 
pared to show the jury that Sherrick 
had no intention of causing the state 
to lose a cent. 
The question came up 
during the 
examination of John E 
Reed, settlem ent clerk at the state au­ 
ditor’s office, who had testified that 
when Governor Manly handed him a 
letter to deliver to Sherrick, asking for 
the to tte rs resignation, the governor 
had also handed him a check for $810, 
principal and interest on money bor­ 
rowed by Governor Hanly from Sher­ 
rick. 
The defense hoped to show by the 
Introduction of Governor H anly’s let­ 
ter as part of the evidence that the 
governor asked Sherrick to turn over 
all of the assets In the auditor's office 
to Reed as trustee, and that Sherrick 
readily complied, showing by his com­ 
pliance that he had no intent to de 
fraud the state. 
The judge ruled that any construc­ 
tion Governor Hanly may have put on 
Mr. S herrick’8 act in the way of letters 
or orders as to what to do with the 
securities which he ordered him to 
turn over to the state, and the question 
as to w hether his intentions were good 
or bad, were not competent because 
the alleged crim e was completed when 
he lent or appropriated to his own use 
the money as charged in the Indict­ 
ment. 
Judge McCullough said that, 
according to the statutes a public off!
